TESTIMONY SHOWS 
$131,856 OF MALL 
LOOT STILL MISSING 


Postoffice Report at Trial of 
Doering and 2 Others Re- 
veals Huge Sum in Bonds 


ALL OF LAND BANKS 
PAPERS RECOVERED 


Government’s Star Witness 
Tells of Being Commis- 
sioned by Defendant to 
Sell Stolen Securities. 


Tt was disclosed today at the trial 
in Federal Court of Wil'iam § F. 
(Whitey) Doering, David Weisman 
and William Williamson. cha!ged 
in eix counts with participa/ion in 
the daring robbery of a1 armored 
mail truck at Fourth and Locust 
streets, April 2, that the rubbers had 
actually gotten away with $131,856 in 
eash and negotiable securities which 
the Government has not been abie 
to recover. 

Postoffice inspectors have made 
@ recapitulation of the loot, which 
they prepared for presentation in 
evidence today, showing that the rob- 
bers got $267.174.30 in cash and 
negotiable industrial bonds, and $2.- 
139,900 in unsigned Federal Gand 
Bank bonds which could have been 
made negotiable only by ‘forgery of 
the eignatures. 

All of the Federal Land Bank 
bonds and $135.617.97 in cash and 
the industrial bonds were recovered 
in a raid, April 18, at Doering's 
home, 25 Sunset avenue, Richmond 
Helghts. The remainder of the cash 
and negotiable bonds, $131,856, was 
not recovered. 

It is alleged that others beside the 
defendants on trial took part in the 
robbery. 

Hired to Sell Securities. 

The Governments star witness 
John H. Niedringhaus, of . 3145 
Lackland avenue, a securities sales- 
man, told of having been commis- 
wioned by Welsman and Doering to 
market some of the securities stolen 
in the robbery. At that time, ear.y 
last April, Niedringhaus wasa stock 
and bond salesman emplored by 

e Own-a-Home Savings Institu- 
tion, which had offices in the Cen- 
tral National Bank Building 

He had made the acquaintance of 
Welsman in the Fullerton Buliding 
bar, he testified, and later wag in- 
troduced to Doering by Weisman 
Niedringhaus is the’ maa from 
whom postoffice inspectors and po- 
lice got the principal information as 
to the hiding plate of the stolen se- 
cu-itties, which were rgcovered 
April 19 last at Doering’s home in 
Richmond Heights. 

On that date Niedringhaus was in 
the office of William Brinkman, a 
broker in the Centra! National Bank 
bullding, when postoffice inspectors 
end police entered. He said he sus- 
pected they were officers and tore 
into bits a list of securities, taken 
from a list furnishd by Doering. 
that he held in his hand. The bits 
were recovered, pasted on glass and 
introduced in the evidence as an 
exhibit. This list gave securities. 
with a face value of $76,700 that 
Niedringhaus was trying to sell. They 
were bonds of the Cudahy Packing 
fo. American Smelting & Refin- 
ing Co. Bt. Clair Oil Co., nell Tele- 
phone Co...

Taken to Doering’s Home.

menace to the success of our im- 
migration policy. Such an influx 
of persons, entering the country 
in violation of the law, cannot fail 
to attract the attention of local 
police authorities along our bor- 
ders and on our sea coasts, who 
can be of very great assistance 
in notifying the local representa- 
tives of the Department of Justice, 
or the Department of Labor, in 
order that such persons may be 
more readily excluded and deport- 
ed. 

Another problem exists, which 
is world-wide tn some of its as- 
pects. It {@ considered of such- 
importance to our own welfare 
that special representatives of the 
country attended, when *he League 
of Nations recently considered che 
regulation of the opium trafiic, 
where their efforts met with large 
success. The national laws and the 
laws of most of the States regu- 
late the sale of narcotic drugs. 
Their use, except under the divec- 
tion of competent medical advice, 
is everywhere regarded as attend- 
ed with grave danger. usually re- 
gulting in lamentable disaster. The 
effective protection of the people 
from these results depends on our 
ability to prevent the smuggling 
and unlawful! sale of such nar- 
cotics. Their use is. in part, per- 
haps, due to physical disease, and, 
in part, to lack of moral  sta- 
mina, but thefr abuse ‘gs almost 
wholly a result of violations of the 
law. If the law can be enforced. 
medical science would very eoon 
rid the country of this menace. 
This traffic is carried on secretly 
and evasively. It can oniy be de- 
tected and eradicated through a 
system of local inepectore and 
police. The national secret serv- 
tce and enforcement officers can 
cope with the smugglers and the 
wholesalers. but the peddiere and 
retailers cannot successfully be 
suppressed without the assistance 
of State and Municipal police. 


Discusses Dry Law.’ 

The other problem, which I wish 
to lay before you, ig that of in- 
toxicating liquors. The Eighteenth 
amendment was proposed by the 
congress of 1817 and its ratifica- 
tion proclaimed in January. 1919. 
It prohibits the manufacture. sale. 
or transportation. and the im- 
portation and exportation of in- 
toxicating liquors for beverage 
purposes, and confers upon the 
congress and the several states 
copcurrent power to enact enforce- 
ment legislation. This power was 
exercised by the congress in the 
national prohibition act, which 
was finally passed in October, 
1819, two-thirds of the House of 
Representatives and Senate. pres- 
ent, having voted in the affirma- 
tive. Substantially all of the 
states have 'ikewise passed enforc- 
ing acts under the authority of the 
eighteenth amendment In all of 
the states. there had long been 
laws regulating the sale of intoxt- 
cating liquors. and in many of the 
states prohibition had already 
been adopted. 

Neither the amendment nor the 
prohibition act undertakes to re- 
lieve the states of their responsi- 
bility relative to intoxicating 
liquors, but, on the other hand.,, 
the amendment confers jurisdic- 
tion upon them, and the prohibi- 
tion act authorizes state and iocal 
prosecuting attorneys to bring in- 
junction proceedings in any court 
having equity powers, in the name 
of the United States. 

The mattonal prohibftion act 
places the duty of its enforcement 
on the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. assistants, agents 
and inspectors. In accordance 
therewith there is an assistant 
commissioner tn direct charge of 
prohibition enforcement, and there 
are prohibition agents and inspec- 
tors in each State. Corresponding 
provisions will be found in nearly 
all State laws. 

The Constitution. and the laws 
of the nation and of the severa! 
states, are binding. alike upon all 
the inhabitants. It ts Consti- 
tution which we have given our 
oath te support—the Constitution 
which requires of the President 
that he shall take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed; and 
the State constitutions lay a sim- 
llar obligation upon their Gover- 
nors.

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A Political Question. 


The constitution and the laws 
are perfectly plain, and the direc- 
tions which they contain to the 
President. and the Governors. are 
equally plain. The country ought 
to know all this It ought to un- 
derstand ftust what duties the 
avs have imposed ft ought to

comprehend that when laws have 
been made there is. and can be, 
no question about the duty of ex- 
ecutives to enforce them with such 
instruments. and by such means, 
as the law provides for securing 
enforcement. They have no alter- 
native. They cannot be criticised 
for doing their duty. This ‘se not 
a pelitical question: it cannot be 
made a politica! question. If there 
be any principle which has been 
established by time. by common 
consent, by the unqualified asser- 
tion of fundamertal and statute 
law, it is that executives are the 
law enforcing officers of this na- 
tion. If this were not so, there 
would be no warrant for the pres- 
ent gathering. I can conceive but 
one opinion on this. which, 
every responsible element must 
concur. 

No provision of the eighteenth 
amendment, the nationa! pro- 
hibition act, contemplates any sur- 
render of state responsibility. 
Under them prohibition becomes 
obligntory in all states, for the 
Constitution and the laws made in 
purenance thereof are espectalir 
deciared. by the Federal Conatitu- 
tion, to be the supreme law of the 
land They are binding upon 
every inhabitant.. But there stil! 
remains to the states the power 
specifically reserved in the eight- 
eenth amendment. to pass enforce- 
ing acts, and there its still on them 
a joint responsibility to enact anc 
execute enforcement laws. which 
may not always be exercised, but 
which can never be avoided. 

Trouble Lies in 

The complementary duty to en- 
forcement of the law ts obedience 
to the law. That rests with the 
people themselves. The  eight- 
eenth amendment prohibits man- 
ufacture, transportation, sale. ex- 
port and import These are the 
commercial! activities Trade in 
intoxicating liquors. for beverage 
purposes, is especially denounced 
It ig in this field that most of the 
difficulty exists. The main probd- 
lem arises from those who are 
bent on makingm oney by an Ille- 
mal traffic in Intoxicating liquors 
If this could be eliminated, the 
rest would be easy. 

These problems must be taken 
Girectivy to the American people 
This government is their govern- 
ment. These laws are their laws 
They have formed their govern- 
ment and enacted their laws 
with all due solemnity. to promote 
their welfare and protect their 
liberties. They are not a nation 
of inebriates: they are not a peo- 
pie who can be charged with be- 
ing hypocrites. They have no pa- 
tience with anarchy. They are 3% 
sober. frank and candid people 
They have respect and reverence 
for duly constituted authority. To 
them the law ts a rule of action. 
These fundamental national! char- 
acteristics are not going to be 
changed.

The St. Louis Real Estate Exchange adopted a| 
resolution Thursday which, while criticising the! 
zoning ordinance, nevertheless stood by the prin-| 
ciple and expressed regret that, even in its im-| 
perfection, the ordinance was declared unconstitu- 
tional by the Supreme Court. A letter yesterday 
in the letter column of the Post-Dispatch was of 
similar vein. It did not condemn the zoning prin-| 
ciple, but complained of an instance of injustice 
in which the ordinance did not, or might not, serve 
the common welfare. 

Few laws. if any, are perfect. and there are 
probably few laws which cannot be improved. If 
the zoning ordimance were perfect it would be an 
exception among laws of its class. 
the ordinance need not claim perfection for it. 
That it serves a good purpose for the great ma- 
jority of interests affected justifies its existence. 
but that it has imperfections does not justify scrap- 
ping it.

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THE OLD WORLD. 
OME—When you stand upon one of the 
R earty heights and look off upon Rome 
you witness in imagery the greatest movie 
in history. For almost a thousand years the Ro- 
mane carried upon their shoulders the great 
burden of civilization. They gave us post of 
the things by which we are removed from bar- 
barism today 

“We have not always cherished our heritage 
from these people.’ Mr Antwine said ‘They 
gave us, for instance. law which we have pros- 
tituted in the Volstead act The old Romans 
who evolved that precious possession out of the 
conflicts of will and the ashes of passion could 
not have foreseen that we would one day de- 
base it to the vengeful uses of mere fishwives. 
They conceived as an instrument of well- 
being and dispassion. and if could wake 
them and teil them about one of our western 
vecsheet laws they would fal! dead again.” 

It ig likely that Rome gave us the greatest 
rulers in history Beside what these men did 
the feats of subsequent statesmanship seem all 
but puny The Romans were the most pow- 
erful and effective agents of civilization ever 
turned upon this one-time howling wilderness 
we call the world It was they gave us. aii 
tamed and housebroken, the redoubtabie Brit- 
on. and what Gen. Leonard Wood is doing for 
the Filipinos the Romans did for the French 
and Germans. These two last-named peoples 
got along under the Romans, and it was the 
only time they ever did get along 

Considering how long ago these things hap- 
pened and how many times Rome was subse- 
quently leveled by ememies, it is really surpris- 
ing how much one may stil! see of the grandeur 
that wags. Something remains from s!imost 
every reign. and more is always coming to 
light. Archeology in Rome has the active as- 
sistance of the government. It is a profession 
in which some of the most learned men in 
Italy continuously work 

“When we excavate the palace of Angustus, 
ve iikely will find a great deal of the magnifi- 
cence which characterized the Augustan age.” 
one of there mén said “We are just now get- 
ting into the home of Cicero, which will be 
opened to the public within another year 
Rome was in many respects not so much 4é- 
etroyed as it was covered up. It was built of 
marble and not easily destroved.”’ 

Unhappily for our own time, there hag been 
in Rome for hundreds of years an active prac- 
tice of bullding new things from old things. 
The Christians were the chief offenders in this 
respect. They built nothing. or almost noth- 
ing. beautiful; but they took their materials 
from pagan structures which must once have 
made Rome the most beautiful city in the 
world. 

Some of these old structures are st!!! stacd- 
ing. The Pantheon. the Colosseum, the Temple 
of Fortura, etc. give one an idea what i+ was 
the old Romans did It was another Rome 
which substituted for classical architecture the 
rococo and baroque. Neither has beauty in it 

The catacombs were something of ea reve- 
lation to us. We had somehow not altogether 
understood that the contest through centuries 
was really a struggle to see whether Rome 
would have cremation or what we know as 
graveyards. The catacombs are merely sub- 
terranean graveyards—the first graveyards— 
precursors of those grewsome cities of the 
cead which afflict the countryside about every 
great community in America and Europe. 

The Romans did not want to give up the 
environs of Rome to cemeteries. Ther wanted 
to devote these pleasant flelds to golf, truck 
gardening and dairying. 

The Christians, however, were interested in 
none of these pastoral pursuits. M was « long

Socrates had tears in his eyes as he recalled 
this titanic struggle and found in the catacombs 
his first realization of our debt to the Romans. 

What an ideal!" he exclaimed 
looking gratefully out over a battlefield beside 
which even Armageddon has no such esthetic 
claim

MORE INTELLIGENCE! 

The criticism of accepted ideas is offensive 
and will long remain so After all. talk end 
writing are forms of conduct and, like all con- 
duct, are inevitably disagreeable whea they de- 
part from the current standards of respectable 
behavior. To talk age if our established notions 
of religion. morality and property. our ideas of 
stealing and killing, were defective and in need 
ef revision. is indeed more shocking than to 
violate the current rules of action. For we are 
sccustomed to actual crimes. misdemeanors and 
sins which are happening a!! the time, but we 
will not tolerate any suspected attempt to palill- 
ate them in theory. 

It is inevitable that new views should appear 
to the thoughtless to be justifications or exten- 
uations of evil actions and an encouragement 
of violence and rebellion, and that tney will 
accordingly be bitterly denounced. But there 
is no reason why an increase of intelligence 
should not put a growing number of us on our 
guard against this ancient pitfall.
